Clos) 
ing of the hospital will be a 
severe blow to the entire Ever- 
glades area of Palm Beach 
county which it now serves. ` 

The building in which the hos- 
pital ts located is the property 
of Mrs. Estelle Wooten of Paho- 
kee and has been occupied under 
lease since inception of the hos- 
pital. A new lease has been pre- 
sented the board by Mrs. Wooten 
calling for increase.in rental ‘of 
$85 monthly bringing the total 
to $200 per month and expendi- 


ture of an extra $1,300. im- 
provements bef: T,

a further sum of 
provements before 

All of these increases the hos 
pital board agreed to in an ef- 
fort to perfect a new lease and 
keep the hospital open, But, 
a working agreement affecting 
Mrs. Laura Ferraro, a sister of 
Mrs. Wooten, proved the stumb- 
ling bloek)for the hospital board. 
Mrs. Ferrara is now an employee 
of the hospital and the demands 
set out in the working -agree- 
ment are unsatisfactory to the 
board. Mrs. Wooten has. said 
that it is necessary for the work- 
ing agreement to be signed by 
the board before she will sign 
the new lease. 

Pertinent facts of the Ferraro 
agreement are: Her-pay shall bè 
raised from $137.50 to $167.00 
per month; the agreement shall 
be in force for two years; spe-

p. m.; she be subject to the

Rotes Of Growth In 
Everglades Area 


“Another Clewiston is in the 
making out there,” ‘said P. P. 
“Pete” deMoya, president of the 


Pahokee Rotary Club, Tuesday, re- . 


ferring in. an address before West 
Palm Beach Rotarians to the new 
$2,500,000 plant of the Okeelanta 
Growers and. Processors Cope- 
řative. 

“Another sugar city is growing 
up just south of South Bay,” De- 
Moya told the Rotarians, disclosing 
that the new sugar firm is plant- 
ing thousands of acres of cane and 
will employ ‘15,000 workmen. A 
company village, housing 400 em- 
ployes, already is springing up 
around the new mill and gtanvla- 
tion plant. 

In an eye-opening description of 
the phenomenal expansion of agri- 
culture in the Glades, deMoya 
pointed out that the Glades is no 
longer exclusively a bean country, 
but is producing 21 different va- 
rieties of vegetables. 

“We've practically taken the 
celery market away from San- 
ford,” said the speaker. 

He pointed. out that, where 74 
per cent of the vegetables shipped 
out of the Glades last- year was in 
beans, this year the percentage has 
droppéd to 27 percent. One out of 
every four carloads moving out 
of the Glades during the past year 
was loaded with celery. . 

DeMoya also hinted that a revo- , 
lutionary treatment of potatoes 
may be in the wind out there in 
the back country He told how 


cessed through an infra-red tunnel 
which prolonged their fresh qual- 
ity, and ‘Northern wholesalers were 
very enthusiastic. . Z 
DeMoya foresaw’ the’ “growth of 


the advent-of successful ramie pro- 
duction.

Great Bottleneck 

Lack of housing ‘and the blockade against building are 
framing a strangling bottleneck against the future growth 
of Stuart and Martin county. 

Neither tourists nor working people can find adequate 


¿~ quarters: 


Apartments,formerly available on a year round basis, are 
‘now being held empty in many cases for an undetermined 
season rental figure. What that will be no one yet knows 
—but the significance is that the rates will be sharply hiked 
above last season. 

Working people—plain, ordinary ‘folks—waitresses and 
clerks, the fundamental base of the economic system—are 
left high and dry. Their wages will not permit them to both 
work in Stuart and live in Stuart. 

Dozens of ‘new homes planned here by wealthy people 
for beginning of construction this spring are still on the 
planners boards gathering dust, because of CPA restrictions 
and lack of building materials at a fair price or any price. 

- We cannot conceivably do any more—or as much business 
this year as in the past four or five, because houses and 

apartments formerly available at reasonable year round 
rates to service families are nw “off the market” except as 
high-price, short season tourist accommodations. 

The situation is bad, and can be cured only by relaxing of 
federal restrictions, the flow of materials, and private initi- 
ative in construction. 

Stuart could use 200 small homes in the $4,000 class. 

The town could easily support as many more apartment 
houses as we have now, and it is safe to say thaat we could 
economically justify five times as many tourist cottage 
camp.and trailer accommodations ‘as are at present in the 
_territory—Stuart News,
